\n investigation of the administration 
of Sacramento State College will only take 
place, according to President Robert 
Johns, in line with restrictions that he 
himself will set down. 

President Johns reacted late Friday 
to a resolution passed last Thursday by 
the Academic Senate in which the senate 
announced its intention to investigate tho- 
roughly the administering of the college 
by Johns. 

In a letter to Dr. Robert Donaldson, 
chairman of the senate, Johns asked that 
academic due process and proper 
grievance procedures be followed. Dr. 
Johns claimed in the letter that he first 
learned of the senate action in an account 
in the Sacramento Union. 

‘In order to insure that such a revie:y 
is valid, reliable, and in the best in- 
terests of honesty and equity of all parties, 
certain requirements must be made,’’ 
reads the letter to Donaldson. Among 
several listed requirements were: 
Anyone charged with improper 
activities must be permitted to know 
specifically and in writing of what and 
by whom he is accused. 

--- Persons making subjective obser- 
vations or value judgments about budget- 
ary procedures and fund expenditures 
‘*must be identified and must stand ready 
+ to defend their competence to give 
‘expert’ testimony’ in this area,’’ 

--- The person or persons to be in- 
vestigated must be permitted to examine 
the findings of the committee before they 
are made public. 

--- At least half of the committee 
making such an investigation must be 
constituted of state college or university 
presidents from California and other 
states ‘‘whose training and experience is 
at least equal to that of th president.’’ 

The letter to Donaldson closes rather 
mildly with ‘You can be sure of my 
genuine desire to help you in any way 
possible to accomplish a proper review 
in the best interests of all parties related 
to Sacramento State College."’ The letter

The second letter also gives further 


indication of the growing antagonism be- 
tween the president and Academic \ice- 
president Otto Putz. “It is perhaps 
Significant that Dr. Putz voted with this 
dissident group,’” wrote Johns in refer 
ence to the senate vote calling for the 
investigation, 

Late in March the president strongly 
criticized Butz for making unwarranted 


administration promises of faculty allo- 
cations to the Ethnic Studies proposal 
passed Thursday by the Academic Senate. 
Under heavy criticism by students shocked 
s’ his attack on Butz, Johns apologized 
later the same day. 

Members of racial groups on campus 
early this month, after meeting with 
President later declared that the 
president now supports allocating twice 
the number of faculty members to Ethnic 
Studies that Butz originally agreed upon. 

The move against Donaldson by a 
letter to the advisory council was 
apparently motivated by the senate chair- 
man’s comments Thursday to the senate 
on the president’s use of travel funds. 

Donaldson questioned the extent of 
Johns’ travel as president and the 
accommodations that the president has 
made use of,

Faculty 
referendum 


asked 
on Johns 


In response to a letter by SSC Presi- 
dent Johns labeling the members of the 
Academic Senate who voted to review 
his administration a ‘‘dissident’’ group, 
Robert Donaldson, chairman of the senate, 
has called for a referendum of all faculty 
members. They will be asked to vote yes 
or no to the proposition: ‘‘Do you have 
confidence that the administration of 
Robert Johns is in the best interests of 
Sacramento State College’?’’ 

The dramatic move came after Johns 
sent a letter to members of the SSC 
local adisory committee saying that 
Donaidson has made ‘‘what appear to 
have been somewhat scurrilous charges’’ 
at the senate meeting at which the senate 
resolved by a 35 to 1 vote to review 
Johns’ administration ‘‘not only on the 
budget, but on some other matters.” 

To offset any possible charges of bias 
on the part of the investigating committee, 
Donaldson has appointed to the committee 
the same people who recommended the 
hiring of Johns as SSC President. 

Members of the revived committec

In a press conference following the 


Dick Reynolds said, ‘‘You have to look 
at the history of black efforts in this 
area. They first went through the docile 
stage, then the violent stage typified by 
San Francisco State, and now hopefully 
efforts are entering another more rational 
phase.”” Reynolds said he was very 
optimistic and added, ‘‘If what we are 
doing is a success it may set a precedent 
for schools across the nation to prove 
to the community that old fogies and 
young fogies can work togethw.’’ 


Dr. Johns said credit for the creation 
of such a ‘‘comprehensive program” be- 
longs primarily to the students. Although 
SSC is not the first college to institute 
an ethnic studies program without vio- 


lence, it is a first in that it was “a 
three-way cooperative enterprise of stu- 
dents, faculty and administration,”’ 


according to Johns, 


Future friction 


One possible source of future friction 
became evident when Johns asked for more 
time to hire faculty. He said since May 
15th was the deadline to ask people to 
leave their present post it might be im- 
possible to fill the positions in time for 
next semester or by the July Ist deadline. 
Johns went on to say he was certain the 
students want quality instructors and not 
to have to accept just anybody available. 


In addition to representatives from the 
administration, the Academic Deans, BSU, 
MAYA, and Asian- American Students were 
Don Juhl of the White Students Coalition 
and the president of the Interfraternity 
Council, 

The latter two both assured those 
present of the overwhelming white stu- 
dent support for the minority students’ 
position. 

Dr. Johns said he had been receiving 
numerous phone calls from people who 
are adamantly opposed to any concessjon 
on his part. He said he wanted to make 
it perfectly clear to the community that 
the decision was ‘‘not acquiescence toa 
demand but a response to a need.’’

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Faculty probe of Johns: The Editor 


courage or cop-out? 


ISSUE; Can we trust the academic senate to exercise genuine moral 
leadership in finally clearing up the now rampant charges of mal- 
feasance against the administration of Robert Johns? 











However belatedly, it appears that the academic senate under Dr. 
Robert Donaldson is finally providing moral leadership to a campus 
desperately losing course in recent months. 

In an active session Wednesday, the senate asked for an unprecedented 
review of the administration of Dr. Robert Johns, SSC president, 
called for an investigation by the senate fiscal affairs committee of the 
use of travel monies by the administration over the last three years, 
and voted approval for the Butz ethnic study proposal for eleven full- 
time faculty members. 

The action Wednesday is the result of growing concern among pro- 
minent faculty members on this campus that the administration of 
Robert Johns has fallen far short of the mark in providing adequate 
and honorable direction to SSC, 

The senate’s reluctance to move in the past has frustrated many 
Students on campus, especially minority students here, who felt that 
serious charges had been made against the president’s office. This 
reluctance can be understood perhaps, but not condoned. 

Indeed, no group is more directly under the thumb of the college 
president in the state college system thanthe faculty. The state college 
president still retains final control over much of the critical employ - 
ment apparatus affecting faculty hiring and firing, tenure and AIT 
efforts notwithstanding. 

The faculty may then be said courageous in the steps it took Wed- 
nesday. But charges that the senate was unduly cautious, considering 
the late hour, are not wholly unjustified. 

It is the traditional charge of the faculty to secure and insure the 
academic and ethical standards of the college. The Ilornet has attempt- 
ed, also belatedly, to call attention to charges against Johns that are 


now many months old. We have had: \ ver the staff nor the budget 
to launch a full investigation to date, it the faculty does have the 
resources. It is their duty to investigate uch charges. They should 


have acted sooner. 

We hope that the called fo: 
be thought simply a paper vu anfidence that helps assuage 
the consciences of a faculty itsc live, 

The Hornet urges Dr. Robert onaldson, senate president, to appoint 
a blue-ribbon committee of jonorable men to examine the charges 
with an open mind. How ironic would it be that genuine inconsistencies 
were found in administration records by a committee of men who have 
lost their own credibility. 

An investigation is in order. But open and orderly procedures must 
prevail. There is no place now on this campus for a witchhunt. There 
should never be. Failure to investigate these serious charyes re- 
sponsibly will seriously impugn the honor of the academic senaie, the 
faculty and the college as a whole.

“It is significant to note that even university and State officials 
agree it is the liberal arts, general education, humanities type of stu- 
dents who are ‘revolting.’ The original probing questions and complaints 
were not initiated by the so-called ‘minority students’ but by the affluent 
‘majority’ student. 


‘‘Unfortunately, as often happens, the originators have lost control, 
and various militant groups with long and strange- sounding names have 
turned the original legitimate questions and complaints into ridiculous 
and unreasonable demands and inexcusable riots. These should be dealt 
with to the extent of the law. 


“These militant groups played right into the hands of Sacramento. 
The result is hysterical legislation, and more political contro! of 
education, 


“The recent motion of one regent, and of course strongly supported 
by the governor, that any instructor/professor can be hired/dismissed 
for his political belief, is a direct result of recent unrest. If I recall 
correctly, even Hitler did not dare to intervene in higher education at 
first! 


‘We must give credit to the governor who has been able to capitalize 
on the riots and strikes. Although we cannot give him credit for origin- 
ating the unrest, he supplied the major fuel for expanding the crisis, 
instead of using his ‘fuel oil’ to calm the waters. 


“He has recently evolved as the great savior of higher education. 
I pray that students, teachers, faculties and regents take note, and 
don’t give the governor more excuses for intervention and hysterical 
legislation. 

“First of all, we must realize and admit that there is something 
wrong with the system which can produce individuals that burn and 
destroy and scream about freedom and rights, without simultaneously 
mentioning or even understanding the word responsibility.

Freedom of speech: part two 
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Schools and controversial topics 


(Continued from last week) 

To proscribe speech because it 
puts the views of any part of the 
community under critical pressure 
is to initiate precisely that form 
of censorship which the First 
Amendment prohibits, The charge 
that material is too ‘‘con- 
troversial’ or ‘‘emotional’’ is 
really no justification in the face 
of a constitutional amendment 
which contemplates and en 
courages the conflict of ideas. 

Yet such censorship is so hard 
to discern under a facade of 
plausible explanations, that courts 
are likely to presume that it doesn’t 
exist, rather than chance amis- 
taken intrusion into a legitimate 
domain of educational! discretion. 

In very important ways, then, 
the state must have the power to 
restrict the student’s freedom to 
learn and, if its program is to 
work, the freedom of teachers ta 
teach, But it does not follow, 
despite Justice Black's sweeping 
assertion to the contrary, that the 
legisiature, the school board, the 
administration, or even the 
teachers are free to do anything 
they please — so long as they 
have their superior’s permission. 

Because the state has a virtual 
monopoly of the education of most 
of its citizens, it has an 
some power to mould the minds 
and conduct of its citizens, If 
the power were not thought an 
absolute necessity, its existence
